a. unmarried, bom in Bastam 0&llcl& which now part of USSR; his 
parents, plus at least one aunt and a cousin (who works in a radio 
repair shop near the In tourist Betel in Lvov) still live in the 
USSR (he visited them privately, and seemi ngl y unbeknownst to the 
RX 8 , in August 1959 ) 

b* immigrated to the U.S. in his early teens 

o. majored in political science at Georgetown University received 
M.S. degree in International Relations (subject of Master's Thesis: 
the Soviet Ukraine in the (halted Rations . ) 
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a. present enplnymantj head of the reference section at the Library 
of Congress; this section connected with the interdepartmental 
project of translating technological and other materials from 
Soviet publications; he considers this merely a temporary Job and 
not a career. 

e. military service: is a reserve 0-2 lieutenant in the 0.8. Amy 

f . applied for but did not get employment by the department of State 
Shortly after ffarlA War XI 

g. applied for but did mot get employment by Old In 1955 

h. applied In spring 1959 for Job aa guide at Sokolaikl loir;

good, fairly weil^tiKvtSi analytical mind; expresses self forcefully , briefly 
and accurately; personable, cheerful, likeable, tactful; gives the initial 
impression of a mature, discreet and wall-balanced personality; Judging partly 
from his behavior during his trip, ha la good at solving immediate practical 
problems calmly, coolly and collectedly; ha Is not, however, the type of person 
who makes elaborate, long term future plana.

his last trip to the Ukraine 

vili. ascertain that he has “no objections to our asking far your 
report in writing from AECASS0WA8X a" (this will save tine 
and permit specific detailed questioning based on what he has 
already told) 

lx. get details re his contact with close relatives in the 
Ukrainian BSB since the time he left for the U.0. before 
World War II. (Bote that on 89 my 1959 Subject told the V9I 
that his parents are deceased, yet he told AECAS0QWARX 0 that 
his parents visited with him in Iwov in August 1959 (the visit 
arranged by hie aunt after his arrival In Drew and "against 
his original plans and wishes") according to AEGA8SQWAKI a. 
Subject did not mention parents living in the U8BH on his 
State Department or C IA employment applications (according to 
AECAS80VARX 8, OLUTYK tod lost contact with his parents and 
was not hearing from or about them at that time), furthermore, 
the 801 file reveals that a person of the seme first and last 
name was Interviewed by toe Austrian police in Balsburg in 
January 1950 for Illegal border crossing. (She report la the 
fils toes not say from where to where the illegal crossing 
took place). She GI3BXK interviewed in Salaburg gave as hie 
date and place of birth toe following) 6 February 1985 in 
Krocenko (sic), Poland, In October 1953, the same fellow who 
was interviewed in Salcburg registered in Qeneva, gwiteerla nd 
using a different date and place of birth (fingerprints were 
identical) s born 27 March 1987 in Soraeno, Russia (sic) . A 
mtopariscn of toe fellow flitting between Austria end Switzerland 
and the Subject living in Washington can be made on the basis 
of fingerprints . The undersigned will initato a request to 
the Field for fingerprints . She Subject in Washington took 
no trips to Burope in toe early 1950’s as far as we know to 
date. 


8. Tentative Conclusions t Whether or tot the BIS knows that toe Subject 
contacted his parents in "Lvov, toe chances are good tost they will find out if 
he goes in again and sees them. As a reserve lieutenant in G-8, an employee 
of toe library of Congress, a friend of toe AECAS80WARIES, Subject is a definite 
worthwhile recruitment target for toe BU which after all has his parents 



as a control factor among other things. Because he has apparently lied to the 
FBI and withheld Information from CIA and State, the question arises as to 
whether he has not already been recruited toy the &I$. She alleged lack of sur- 
veillance on him in' Ihe ttoaine proves nothing. In other words, we have a few 
questions to straighten out before giving this nan our confidence. If, per 
one suggestion of AECASSOHASY 8, we use Subject as the representative of ZOBAK 
(Ukraiaiaa-Amer i can relief outfit) in Warsaw, Poland for a year or so, a recruit- 
neat pitch from the HIS becomes a virtual certainty. Since ASCAS80HAHY 2 hats 
requested that we do not indicate to Subject that we know ha visited his parents, 
it is suggested that we get this Information cut of him via polygraph. It is, 
in other words, too early to tell if and how we wish to use this man.
